S.M. Police Apprehend 2 
Armed Robbery Suspects 


You can bet your sweet life i neara u, anei 
a half years in Sierra Madre I heard one of the sweetest 
things in the world last Tuesday evening. I heard the 
City of Sierra Madre and the Sierra Madre Chamber o 
Commerce reach an agreement of understanding and 
compatibility, something that a lot of us dreamed about 
for quite some time. 

This agreemeni and understanding was reached under 
the capable leadership of Roger Walker, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce and Ralph R. Rule, Mayor of ^e 
City of Sierra Madre, with board members of the Chamber 
and Councilmen in complete agreement. 

The City of Sierra Madre has finally recognized the 
Chamber of Commerce for what it is and what it at¬ 
tempts to do, and by so doing recognizes the Merchants 
of Sierra Madre, which has as its spokesmen the Chamber 

of Commerce. ^ 

We have long stressed that it is the Local Merchant 
that keeps the City going: it is the Merchants who really 
pays the bulk, per capita, of taxes to maintain the services 
that are given to the people of the community. Not only 
do the merchants, most of them, have their personal prop¬ 
erty taxes to pay, they also pay unsecured taxes on their 
business and their inventories, and at the same time, as 
was proven Tuesday evening, place considerable amounts 
of money in the City Treasury through the Business License 
fees. 

Mayor Ralph R. Rule said, "I intend to ask that 
the City of Sierra Madre have one of its Councilmen 
or high staff members at every meeting of the Chamber 
of Commerce, so that we can keep our fingers on the 
pulse of the business district.” Mayor Rule spearheaded 
the upgrading of the appropriation from the City to the 
Chamber from $1,250 to $2,000, which was retroactive 
from July 1st this year. Further, he indicated that every¬ 
thing was favorable to help the Chamber in a plan of 
promotion to build the City Business, and although it 
was not a firm commitment, indicated that they were 
thinking in terms of around $200 per month for the year. 

The Chamber, is now in the process of nominations, 
when they are completed and new officers are elected 
they will present the plan and make preparations to spend 
the year 1972 in complete understanding and compatibility 
with the City Fathers, that business conditions may im¬ 
prove in the community by proper and Joint promotions. 
Sierra Madreans now know of a great step forward in 
our community. Tilings just have to be much better. All 
should be very grateful.

Post Office 
Gives Overseas 
Mailing Tips 

In' anticipation of large 
valumes of parcels to the 
Armed Forces overseas. Post¬ 
master Guy Rossi, this week 
offered suggestions for such 
mailings to assi.ire safe de¬ 
livery before Christmas. 

Following are the sugges¬ 
tions for mailing deadlines 
for Christmas parcels to the 
Armed Forces overseas: Sur¬ 
face Transportation — Im¬ 
mediately; SAM mail (Space 
Available, Mail 5 poun'ds or 
I0.SS) — November 19; PAL 
mail (Parcel Airlift 5 to 30 
poiunds) — November 26. 

Regular airmail to the 
Armed Forces should be 
mailed no later than Decem¬ 
ber 10. 

The term “Armed Forces 
Overseas,” Rossi pointed out, 
includes personnel of the 
Armed Forces, members of 
their families, and U.E. ci¬ 
vilians employed overseas 
who receive their mall 
through an APO or FPO, 

New York, San Francisco or 
Seattle. 

Mailers were also remind¬ 
ed that all parcels shoaild 
be securely and substantial¬ 
ly packed, givi.ng consWera- 
tion to the nature of the 
contents, climatic conditions, 
length, of the jaur.ney and 
the numerous handlings and 
risks concussion to which 
parcels are u.na'voldably sub¬ 
ject en route. Containers of 
wood, metal, solid fiberboard 
or Strang double-faced cor¬ 
rugated fiberboard should 
be used, with sufficient 
cushioning material around 
the contents to prevent rattl¬ 
ing or loosening of the ar¬ 
ticles. Boxes should be se¬ 
curely wrapped with heavy 
paper, .and all cartons should 
be well tied with strong 
cord. 

Postal Officials also rec¬ 
ommend that mailers check 
with the Post Office regard¬ 
ing size and weight limita¬ 
tions and other requirements 
relative to these mailings. 

In all cases a slip showing 
a list of the contents and 
the names and addresses of 
the sender and addressee 
should be enclosed in par¬ 
cels going through the mails, 

Rossi emphasized.

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
puUication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
[R'eviously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
bid certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

Tbe purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop’’ and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 

ON THE new 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


1 . QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July i, 1971. 

2 . QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971, 

3. QUESTION: What is a FIctItous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company"; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What Is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing. 

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER; County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1 , 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after tiling. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 

8 . QUESTION: Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1 , 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1 , to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 

9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalty will be Inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In additiori, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 

10 . QUESTION: Where are the printed forms to 
be obtained for this filing and publication pro¬ 
cedure? 

ANSWER: Free forms and service are avail¬ 
able at most newspaper offices or at any office 
of the County Clerk, or from California Newspaper 
Service Bureau, Inc., 210 South Spring Street, Los 
Angeles, California. Phone MA 5-2541. 


11. OUESTIQN: What Is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12 . QUESTIQN: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees^ of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTIQN: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period If there has been any "change in 
information which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTIQN: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County^ has ruled thaf any form Is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and _ provided it embraces all items specified In 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa- 
tional purposes. 

15. QUESTIQN: After July I, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

| 6 . QUESTIQN: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

LI- L Evidential proof of priority Is esta¬ 

blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 

17. QUESTIQN: Where can I see the new law?

People sometimes wonder 
just what is happening In 
the business world, and af¬ 
ter a little research we come 
up with the following facts. 

Tile unusually high per¬ 
sonal savings rate of con¬ 
sumers during 1971 has been 
a primary co,ntrihutor to the 
slow recovery of credit 
volume. This savings rate, 
which is the percentage of 
disposable income alloted to 
savings, has been continual¬ 
ly increasing since mid-1969 
and recorded a 20 year high 
of 8.4 per cent during the 
second quarter of this year. 

Recent surveys have con¬ 
firmed that consumers are 
concerned abo ut rising 
prices and unemployment. 
Because of this, many have 
delayed or dismissed entire¬ 
ly any spending plans they 
might have had. Continued 
savi,n.gs by consumers at 
comparable rates during the 
rcmai.r.'dor of the year is not 
anticipated. More likely, 
there will be a return to in¬ 
creased spending by con¬ 
sumers as the recovery pro¬ 
gresses, leading to more 
credit purchases, or reduc¬ 
tion in the rate of savings 
and an- improvement in the 
.national economic picture. 

The result of this in¬ 
creased spending will be 
more positive gains in the 
volume of credit while col¬ 
lections and .new business 
should display reduced 
growth rates.
